OR twenty years the number of newspaperrs and periodicals 
i in the United States has been steadily declining, relatively 
to population. In the last decade or so the number of 
daily newspapers has notably decreased. A contemporary 
reports that, though the population of the fourteen largest cities 
in Michigan has doubled, the number of daily papers has fallen 
from forty-two to twenty-three. 

No doubt like causes have produced a like effect elsewhere. 
Quite recently consolidations of dailies in first-class cities have at- 
tracted attention. The number of considerable cities with no 
morning paper and of still bigger places with only one morning 
paper appears to increase. Within our recollection, five morning 
papers have disappeared from Chicago, though the population of 


the city has much more than doubled. 

The cause, of course, is the steadily increasing cost of estab- 
lishing and publishing a newspaper. The investment which for- 
merly would have launched a daily paper in Chicago or New 
York now hardly suffices for Kalamazoo, and operating costs are 
so high that a paper must win very substantial support or lose a 
lot of money.

The war savings plan provided for 
in the last bond act of September 
24, i917, has been formulated and 
announced by the treasury depart- | 
ment and goes into operation on 
Monday, December 3. 

The plan puts it easily in reach of 
every American citizen to save 
money and at the same time aid the} 
government by supplying it with the 
sinews of war.

Stamps, which the government's | 
certificates of indebtedness, are to} 
be sold in two denominations——thrift 
stamps, which cost 25 cents each, | 
and war savings stamps, which cost | 
from $4.12 to $4.23 each according 
to the month in which they are pur- 
chased 

With the first thrift stamp the pur 
chaser is given a thrift card with| 
spaces for 16 stamps have been pur- | 
chased and affixed the thrift card 
can be exchanged for a war savings} 
stamp by paying the difference  be- 
tween the $4.00 the thrift stamps 
represent and the current value of a 
war savings stamp, which in Decem- 
ber 1917, and January, 1918, will be 
$4.12, and thereafter one cent for 
each succeeding month during the 
year 1918.

the owner is given a war savings cer- |

If canned tomatoes are used, drain 
off part of the liquor, if fresh peel 
and cut into cubes. Season with 
salt and cayenne. Cover bottom of 
buttered baking dish 
crumbs; add tomatoes with small 
pieces of butter, then add remainder 
of crumbs and butter. Bake in a 
hot oven until crumbs are brown. 

Tapioca With Raisins 

Three tablespoons minute tapioca, 
4 tablespoons sugar, 2 cups scalded 
milk, 1-2 cup raisins, nutmeg, salt. 

Scald milk in double boiler and 
gradually add the tapioca and sug- 
ar; cook fifteen minutes. Add salt, 
nutmeg to taste, and seeded raisins.
